During the past year the work of 
reviving the declining 
popularity of 
the K aiser am ong 
the m ass 
of his 
subjects has been carried on with ex­ 
traordinary energy and thoroughness 
by a branch 
of the 
German 
secret 
service that has been established for 
that particular purpose. 
The depart­ 
ment is under the 
control 
of Herr 
Ledder. a keen business man. who be­ 
fore the outbreak of tile war was m an­ 
ager of the publicity departm ent cf 
the 
Haraburg-American 
steam ship 
Company. 
Recently there has been published 
In Berlin for free circulation through­ 
out the em pire a little book entitled 
"Our Kaiser in War T im e.” 
The book 
bears the nam e of a Socialist member 
of the R eichstag as its author, but in 
reality, it is said, the work was w rit­ 
ten by a subordinate in Herr Ledder’s 
departm ent. 
The book teem s with stories of the 
K aiser’s thoughtfulness and affection 
for the German working people. 
It 
relates how 
he often , after a day’s 
work at army 
headquarters, devotes 
him self to the study of problem s con­ 
nected with food and other m atters 
especially affecting the working clas­ 
ses. 
"First feed our soldiers, then our 
working people, 
and from 
what is 
left, how ever little It may be. we w ill 
be a b le to ta k e w hat will su ffice for 
the larder of the Emperor." 
This was 
reported in the book 
to be the Em­ 
peror’s declaration after 
discussing 
the food problem on one occasion 
The K aiser was 
sn 
pleased 
with 
this invention 
that 
he ordered 
the 
words he was reported to have said 
to be exhibited at all m otion picture 
show s 
under 
the heading: 
"W hat 
the King-Emperor has said about our 
food." 
This is not the 
only occasion 
on 
which the motion picture show s have 
been used to boom the K aiser's popu­ 
larity. 
Many of the pictures display­ 
ed on tho screen during the past year 
have been intensed for the sam e pur­ 
pose. 
One picture shown is of the 
K aiser kneeling by the bedside of a 
dying soldier in a m ilitary hospital. 
This picture is said to have been al­ 
together of the 
"cam ouflage" brand, 
servants from the im perial household 
having played all the parts. 
Secret service agents are continual­ 
ly travelling about Germany in vesti­ 
gating where and to what extent any 
specially hostile feeling exists toward 
the Kaiser. 
In d istricts where such 
feeling 
exists, 
special 
steps 
are 
promptly taken to allay, it 
A curious plan is said to have been 
adpted som e 
m onths ago, 
designed 
both to test and boom 
the K aiser's 
popularity. 
It was given out that the 
K aiser w as extrem ely ill. 
Every day 
for nearly a week bulletins were is­ 
sued about his health, which was de­ 
scribed as causing 
his m edical 
a t­ 
tendants great 
anxiety. 
Long ar­ 
ticles appeared 
in all 
the papers de­ 
scribing and review ing all the work 
the K aiser 
had done since 
the out- 
greak of the war, and the ceaseless 
, m ental strain he had been under. 
One drawback to this plan was that 
It kept the War Lord of Europe, much 
against 
his 
will, 
confined 
to 
his 
rooms.

time. 
It w as intended that the K aiser 
should rem ain ill for at least a w eek, 
but after five days’ confinem ent, the 
Emperor gave orders that

The Industrial Economist is publish­

Industry in W ar Time.” In which it 
calls attention to a recent statem ent 
of the United Mine Workers of Amer­ 
ica to the following effect: 
“We ore

and discretion because we do not wish 
to antagonize

take any step

success. . . . Nothing could he more 
Injurious than for the membership to 
engage in local strikes.” 
To which a member is represented 
as saying: 
"They have been teaching

But th e United Mine W orkers did 
not take this stand until the govern­ 
ment had matte It so clear that a way­ 
faring man, though a fool, might un­

examples."
